1. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Regarding independent claims 1,11 and 20, the Magnusson reference teaches a 
method of performing communications intercepts in a communications system 
comprising at least one satellite communications node and a plurality of subscriber units 
(abstract, fig. 1), the method comprising: 

a) maintaining a database of subscriber unit identifiers and jurisdictional 
information associated with each of the plurality of subscriber units (abstract, #1 50 fig. 

6, col. 6 lines 4-14, and col. 10 lines 4-36, col. 14 lines 34-46, and col. 15 lines 51-64); 

b) selecting one of the plurality of subscriber units as a target subscriber unit (fig. 

7, col. 13 lines 37-65); and 

c) transmitting (sending or delivering) an intercept order (fig. 1 , col. 9 line 1 thru 
col. 10 lines 48); and 

d) receiving (acknowledgment) an intercepted communication with the target 
subscriber unit from the at least one satellite communications node (abstract, fig. 1 , 4-5, 
col. 9 lines 1-18). 

However, the Magnusson reference does not teach maintaining a database of 
subscriber unit identifier and at least one satellite communications node associated with 
the jurisdictional information associated with the target subscriber unit, the identifier 
comprises an encrypted subscriber unit ID corresponding to the target subscriber unit, 
decrypting the intercept order to thereby verify the network intercept facility, and 
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separately decrypting the target communications node ID to thereby verify the network 
operations facility. 

Regarding claims 2-10, 12-19, these claims are allowed as being dependent 
upon independent claims that have been allowed.
